Butchers and Health Board Agree Upon 


Recommendations of Bill to Be Pre- 


sented to the City Council 


After much deliberation last night in. 


the room3 of the board of health a com-' 
mlttee from the Butchers' Exchange of: 
.Alameda fl^unty, representatives of the- 
wholesale and retail butchers and* mem- 
bers of the health board decided on the* 
draft of an ordinance having for its pur- 
pose the prevention of thq sale of dis- 
eased meats In the city of Oakland. 


The proposed ordinance Is practically 


the same as the one now in effect in 
Los Angeles. 
Assistant City Attorney 


Koford was instructed to embody the 
suggestions of the meeting in a measure 
"which will be presented to the ordinance 
and Judiciary committee of 
the 
City 


Council tonight for consideration. 


The principal point of the proposed 


measure is that all animals shall be in- 
Bpected before they are killed. The pro- 
viso was inserted because of the diffi- 
culty In detecting tubercular meat after 
the animal was deed. 


HEALTH MEMBERS PRESENT. 


The members of the hoard of health 


present were Dr. C. A. Dukes, Dr. L. P. 
Adams, Dr. Edwin N. Ewer, and Dr. H. 
A. Archibald. Among- others who took 
part In the general discussion were Dr. 
Georgo F. RInehardt of Berkeley, Dr. 
Edward von Adelnng, Dr. A. S. Kelley, 
Kenneth A. MIIMcan, president of the 
local society for the prevention of the 
spread of tuberculosis; John L. Davle, 
Captain J. McMermmy. J. C. Briprht. C. 
Xcwhall and Messrs. Aynew and Lewis, 
representing th" wholesale .butchers. 


The plan of having the meat inspected 


after the carcass Is in the various meat 
shops was discussed but finally rejected 
on the ground that It would be next to 
impossible to toll whether the me.it was 
diseased or not. 
The members of the 


Butchers' Exchange were- at first In fa- 
vor of the rm-at being Inspected In the 
-shops after the animals had been killed 
and had prepared an ordinance along this 
l!i.e. After much de-bate, in which H. A, 
Friedman and Dr. Archibald exchange 
acrimonious language, tlif proposal for 
meat inspection In the shops was re- 
jected and the proviso for Inspection of 
the animals before they were killed was 
.substituted. 


MEAT INSPECTORS. 
Another point that 
-,vas settled last 
night, which had been In dispute, was as 
to the appolntmrnr of rh.^ various meat 
inspectors. 
It wa* advisable to Itwft

Tho question of fees caused some dis- 
cussion. It boing the object of the framers 
of the ordinance to prevent discrimination 
such as would permit of a monopoly he- 
Ing created. The ordinance under which 
the city of I,os Angeles Is now operat- 
ing was chosen aa a model in making 
the fees. 
Dr. Archibald pointed out that the 
Los Angeles ordinance was alre9dy work- 
ing, and that it produced satisfactory 
results and that it would be better to 
follow an established precedent Instead 
of experimenting with something whol- 
ly new. 
This view eventually met the 
approval of the majority present. 


MEAT MUST BE INSPECTED. 


The proposed ordinance makes it un- 
lawful for any person, tlrm or corpora- 
tion to have In possession or to pxoose 
for sale for human food any flesh of "any 
cattle, calves, swino or goats, unless the 
same shall have been stamped by a 
United .States government inspector or 
an inspector of tho city. It is further 
provided that before anv person or firm 
can slaughter any of tho above named 
animals application must he marie to 
the board of health or the meat inspector 
for a permit. 
The inspector or an as- 
sistant will then go to the slaughter 
house and examine the animals beforo 
they arp killed. If thpy am not dispasfid 
tho carcass, after dt-iith, v:ill be stamped 
and will then he rc-ady for sale. 


SALARY QUESTION. 


In event a firm or corporation desires 
to have an inspector continuously at Its 
slaughter house, a fee of $110 per month 
will l>e charged for the payment of the 
salary of the deputy meat inspector. If 
tin- Inspector is desired for half a day 
the fee will be $55.00. For less periods 
the fee will be GO cents an, hour. 
The penalty for the violation of any 
of the provisions will be a. fine nr im"- 
prisonmpnt, or both. 
Assistant City Attorney Koford 
will 
embody the above recommendations in 
an ordinance, which will be submitted 
to the city council for approval. 
Under the propound system the fees 
will make the ordinance self-supporting.

Watch Cases 


WASHINGTON.—Under a ruling mada 


today by the Treasury Department, a 
duty of 86 per cent will be Imposed on 
all articles whose chief value is of silver, 
German silver, white metal, brass or gun 
metal, whether thoy are washed with 
gold, silver or nickel or not, provided 
they are designed "to be carried on or 
about or attached to the person " 


The question arose in connection with 


an importation of watch cases and of 
complete silver watches. It had been de- 
cided that as watch cases, without the 
interior works, were not designed to be 
carried on the person thoy were subiect 
to a duty of onlv 40 per cent ad valorem 
tinder paragraph 192. But the complete 
watches are subject to a compound duty, 
calculated to amount to 85 per cent, un- 
der paragraph 446, as being articles the 
chief value of which is the silver.

Abuse of Prisoners. 


It is roid, from apparently responsible sources, 


that some members of our police force indulge in 
unlawful and inhuman treatment of prisoners. 


It is said, in the case of the negro member of 


the chain gang \\lio recently attempted to escape. 
that after he was a^ain in custody he was knocked 
down, beaten and kicked by one of the officers in 
charge. There arc other reports of needlessly cruel 
exercise of authority o\er the chain gang. 


Now it is true that these prisoners are crimi- 


nals, but it is also true that they are human be- 
ings, no matter how unfortunate, and the law does 
not abandon them to the cruel caprice of their 
guards or jailers. 
After the negro was again in 


custody the law gi\ es no policeman the power to 
beat, kick or otherwise punish him. The police- 
man who strikes and kicks a helpless prisoner in 
his power is entirely unfit for the office he holds 
and should be dismissed. 


Chief Wilson is known as a humane man and 


is doubtless unaware of this alleged misconduct 
on the part of his officers, but it should be made 
the subject of searching inquiry by the Police 
Commissioners.

It is now squarely up to the citizens of 


Oakland to prove the sincerity of their-professions 
in tlie past and that they are not now influenced 
by any dog-in-the-manger policy.

Mayor shows conclusively that while, in theory, 
it provides for the incurring of a municipal in- 
debtedness and an increased taxation, when the 
revenues to be derived from the dock improve- 
ments are considered, the improvements will pay 
For themselves and no indebtedness is actually as- 
sumed; if, however, the whole indebtedness rep- 
resented in the issuance of the water front im- 
provement bonds were to fall on the taxpayers 
that the benefits derived by property would amply 
compensate taxpayers in general and equalize re- 
sults automatically as has been done in the case 
of the park improvements already carried out 
where the return of principal and interest is plain- 
y in sight through the increased valuation of 
property and the corresponding increase of rev- 
enues through its increased assessed valuation for 
axable purposes. This is all independent of the 
greater benefits which will accrue for the devel- 
opment of Oakland harbor as an independent 
ommercial and manufacturing center, the im- 
portance of which to Oakland's future status can- 
not be over-estimated. 
The Mayor's showing is 


convincing and leaves nothing for doubt to sway 
he wavering, if there be any such class in the 
:ommunity.

The two had some

which gathered along the station plat- 
form and crowded and cheered the cham- 
pion. 


Johnson grinned from ear to ear as the 


crowd gathered around and shook him 
by the hand and asked about the flght 
with Jeffries. 


"I hope to meet Jeffries at once, the 


•ooner the better," said Johnson. 


"1 never felt better except thit the 


boll on my cheek bothers me some. 
I 


weigh about 205 pounds. How did I get 
that boll' 
I guess I have been living 


too high." 


Speaking of the match with Jeffries, 


Johnson displayed an evident desire to | 
have the articles signed right away and 
the negotiations for the 
contest con- 


cluded. 
"George Little, my manage;, will see 


Berger." said Johnson, "and arrange for 
a meeting 
Of course. I shall be at the 


meeting, for Jeffries and I can do more 
In five minutes to settle this matter than 
all the go-betweens can do In a day. 


"1 am ready to abide by the condi- 


tions that I entered into with Berger in 
Chicago, except that I shall ask for a

Harbor bonds, unlike most other bonds, 
are m no sense a debt, Inasmuch os the 
asset not oftly equals the Indebtedness,

A city hall, while not a source of rev- 
enue, Is a civic necessity, just as much 
ns a police or fire department; and forms 
a necessary part of every cftv govern- 
ment.

they own something. 
The tax for the 


city hall bonds would amount to $48,000

In the past 
ten years 
New York has become tho 


leader of the world In this class of en- 
terprise. 
The men engaged in It there 


have token or shipped girls, largely ob- 
tained from the tenement districts of 
New York, to every continent .on the 
globe: they are now doing business with 
Central and South America, Africa and 
Asia. 
They nre driving all competitors 


before theni In North America. And they 
have established, directly or Indirectly, 
recruiting systems in even' large city 
of the United States. 
"The story of the introduction, of this 


European business into New York, under 
the protection of the Tammany Hall po- 
litical organization.

in itself specialized. Formerly its chief 
recruiting 
grounds 
were 
the 
public 


amusement parks of the tenement dis- 
tricts; now for several years they have 
been the dance halls, and the work has 
been specialized very largely according 
to the character of the halls. 


"The amusement of the poor girl of 


New York—especially the very poor girl 
—Is dancing. On Saturdays and Sundays 
the whole East Side dances after night- 
fall, and every night In the week there 
are tens of thousands of dancers within 
the limits of the city of New York. The 
reason for this Is simple; dancing Is the 
one real amusement within the working 
girl's moans. For five cents the moving 
picture show, the only competitor, gives 
half an hour's diversion and sends its 
audience to the street again; for five 
cents the cheaper 
'dancing 
academies' 


of the East Side give'a whole evening's 
pleasure. For the domestic servant and 
the poorer shop girl of tho East Side 
there is practically no option, it she Is 
to have o,ny enjoyment of her youth; 
and not being able to dance Is generally 
acknowledged 
source 
of 
mortifica- 
tion. 


"Some of the 
boys ,are 
'spielers'— 


youths with a talent for dancing—who are 
admitted free to teach the girls, and 
are given the proceeds of an occasional 
dance. 
The others pay a ten cent fee. 


The whole thing, catering to a class ex- 
ceedingly poor, is on a most inexpensive 
scale. Even the five cent drink of beer 
Is too costly to be handled at a profit. 
The height of luxurious Indulgence Is 
the treat at the one and two-cent soda 
stands on the sidewalk below the danca 
hall. 
Contrary to the common belief, 


intoxicating liquor plays but a small part 
In securing girls from this particular type 
of place."
